Hundred Perished in 
Raging Torrents. 
Property Valued at Million 
and a Half Destroyed 
by Storm Waters. — 


Gives Way—Thirty-one 
Dead and Injured.

(J hundred persons have per- 
ished, and property valued at 
$1,500,000 has been destroyed as a re- 
sult of a flood which has swept over 
the town following a Cloudburst. Two 
hundred bodies have been rerovered. 
Guanajuato, owing to its situation, in 
a great ravine or gorge, has been psub- 
jected to floods sweeping down 


the mounthins, and much loss o life 
has been recerded, but the present 


continued through Saturday, was un- 
precedented in violence. By 4 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, clouds banked up 
black and threatening in the north- 
east, and within less than twenty min- 
utes, mn came down in torrents and 
the water surged down the streets 
with great violence. Part of the river, 
which wae bullit over by masonry, burst 
through, augmenting the flood, and the 
Scene became one of terror and con- 
sternation. 

The peopie made haste to gather thetr 
valuables and flee, and many did so at 
the risk of their lives, for the streets 
in the lower part of the city were filled 
with rushing waters, and the roar of 


ite bounds, foundations of solidly-built 
masonry and houses heing undermined 
and many bullidings fell with a crash. 
Their inmates in many cases were 
crushed beneath the falling masonry. 
From the center of the city, the flood 
rolled to both sides of the town, and 
the people madly rushed out to flee to 
the mountains. 

The second floor of the Hote! Union ts 
under five feet of water, many being 
caught and swept away. At the time 
when the storm seemed likely to abate, 
and before its greatest intensity was 
felt, there was a crowd of merry-mak- 
ere in the plaza. Gaming operators had 
scarcely time to set up their tables 
and placed their money thereupon when 
the flood rushed down from the hills, 
sweeping away booths, money and ta- 
bles | 


Many people were then and _ there 
drowned. Each man fought his own 
way out of the flood, trampling down 
whoever came in his way, and thus 
many women and children perished. 

A large number of people had sought 
refuge in the Church of San Diego, but 
were crushed to death under its falling 
walls. A priest who was addressing 
words of hope and consolation to the 
people was killed. 

Four hotels and some large shops 
‘were demolished or badly injured, and 
some of the noblest mansions were de- 
molished or badly wrecked with all 
their rich furnishings. The large build- 
ing occupied by Dwight Furness, as 
the American consulate, was flooded to 
the second-story windows. 

The street car line between this city 
and the town of Marafilo was wrecked, 
much of the track being washed away 
and the mules drowned. 

, Thieves are hazarding their lives in 
Pillaging the shops and mansions. The 
old electric plant was destroyed, but 
the new plant was saved. The mines 
were mot damaged. The famous La 
Olla dam is intact. Many peopie are 
still camping in the mountains.

ANARCHY IN POLAND. .

ST. PETERSBURG, July 3.—Joseph 
Mandelkern, a real estate dealer in 
New York, who has just arrived in St. 
Petersburg from Poland, where he 
visited Warsaw, Lodz. Byelostok and 
other centers, declares that a state of 
anarchy exists there which the miii- 
tary and the police are admittedly 
powerless to handle. 

He brings startling information 
about the Bund and other revolution- 
‘ary organizations. Like similar or- 
ganizations in the Caucasus, they have 
now forbidden the payment of taxes 
under the penalty of death, and are 
levying tribute for the purpose of re- 
sistance to the government. He says 
that the members of the organizations 
are armed with revolvers and knives, 
and are defying the police to interfere 
with them under threats of death.

ONE PIRATE ESCAPED.

BUCHAREST, July 3.—A sailor from 
the Kniaz Potemkine, who came 
ashore here today with his comrades 
to negotiate with the prefect, slipped 
away and escaped to the town. He 
appeared to be greatly excited and ex- 
hausted, and reported that the battle- 
ship’s provisions were completely con. 
sumed and that the crew had been in 
a state of starvation'for the last two 
days. The sailor begged not to be re- 
turned to the ship, as he would be 
killed. He said there were only ten 
tons of coal on board the Kniaz Po- 
temkine, that two-thirds of the crew 
favored landing at Kustenji, while the 
other third wished to return to Odessa 
and bombard the ¢ity. 

DETAILS FROM ODESSA.

ODESSA, July 3.—Recent deveiop- 
ments concerning the mutiny on the 
Georg! Pobiedonosetz seem to show 
that the men on board the battleship 
were coerced by those of the Kniaz 
Potemkine. In any event, they ceased 
their mutinous ccnduct at the first op- 
portunity, which probably in a large 
measure accounts for the fact that the 
majority of the crew were pardoned 
on again swearing allegiance to the 
Emperor. Sixty-seven of them have 
been imprisoned as ringleaders. They 
are mostly old men, evidently drafted 
| from the reserves and thus taken from 
taeir homes, stores and farms against 
their wishes. ‘Ihe Georm Pobiedono- 
setz will probably go to Sebastopol to- 
night or tomorrow.

Men, well 
known, respected, high in commercial 
and socia! station, have taken fire into 
their hands, and it has burned them 
to the quick. We have had an exhibi- 
tion of ‘high finance’ pushed to | the 
limit. We need to imitate the munic- 
ipal authorities of Glasgow in the bank 
scandal, where directors of high stand- 
ing were sent behind prison bars. 

“The trial and conviction of guilty 
men who have not serupled to use 
wrongfully other people's money would 
do much*to restore confidence in the 

majesty of law; for law ought to deal 
in the same manner with rich and poor. 

“Even at the risk of being called 
sensational, I affirm from this Chris- 
tian pulpit that the President of the 
United States, in his dealing with 
grasping corporations, and ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Paul Morton, State 8u- 
perintendent of Insurance Hendricks, 
Atty.-Gen. Mayer and Dist.-Atty.

Cash to the amount of $300,000 was 
deposited in the Central National to’ 
offset the run.

CROWNED HEADS. 


MANY INVESTED IN AMERICAN 
ENTERPRISES. 


The Czar Holds Six Millions Worth 
of Railroad Stock—The Kaiser In- 
terested in Union and Southern 
Pacific—Government Bonds Held 
by Queen Christina of Spain. 


[Baltimore American:}] That ihe 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught shovid 
figure for nearly $1,000,000 and Queen 
Victoria’s granddaughter, Princess Vic- 
torla of Hohenlohe, for a somewh it 
smaller amount on the list of Northern 
Securities filed at Trenton; N. J., va 
Tuesday last, by the railroad magnate, 
James J. Hill, in connection with the 
demands for an amended certificate for 
incorporation, goes to confirm what I 
have already asserted in these letters— 
namely, that not only royal princes and 
princesses of the Olid World, but like- 
wise the crowned heads of Europe, 
have a considerable portion of their 
private fortunes invested in American 
enterprises. 

Thus the Czar holds some $6,000,099 
in the Pennsylvania 
Hallroad, the New Jersey Central, che 
New York Central and the Canadian 
Northern Pacific, which yields him 
handsome returns. His investmetu's 
were made on the advice of his Minis- 
ter of Railroads, Prince Hilkoff, who, 
after being ruined as a young officer of 
the Guards at St. Petersburg, came to 
America, ‘and, securing work on tie 
New York Central as a brakeman, grad- 
vailly worked his way up until the death 
of rich relatives and the inheritance of 
large estates enabled to return to 
Russia and to turn to gvod account tu 
the service of the Czar the practical ex- 
perience of railroading which he hal 
obtained in the United States—an ea- 
perience thanks to which Russia bas 
been able to pour troops into Manchuria, 
and thus to keep up the struggie 
ugainst Japan. 

Emperor William is known to have 
about $4,000,000 in Union and Southern 
Pacific, Illinois Central, Atchison, ani 
other railroad bonds. The Kalserin’s 
private investments in railroad stock 
here amount to about $500,000, while tne 
other members of the royal house of 
Prussia, comprising Prince Henry, 
Prince Albert and the enormously 
wealthy Prince Leopold, are represent- 
ed in American railroad companies by 
about $3,000,000 more. 

KING EDWARD'S INVESTMENT. 

King Edward caused a considerable 
portion of the capital account of the 
revenues of the Duchy of Cornwall, 
which he enjoyed as Prince of Wales, 
to be put in American railroad stock, 
the interest of which is-now paid te 
his son and heir. Queen Victoria was 
generally understood by those regarded 
as well informed in London to derive 
an income of no less than $700,000 from 
her American investments, which com- 
prised not only railroad holdings, but 
likewise American Sugar Refinery 
stock, American Steel and Wire ©oem- 
pany stock, as well as the bonds of the 
fennessee Coke and Iron Company. 

Queen Christina of Spain, who inher- 
tted an immense private fortune from 
her uncle, the late Archduke Albert of 
Austria. has for a number of years 
held some $2,000,000 worth of United 
States bonds, and retained possession 
thereof even throughout the war of 
Spain with this country. They are de- 
posited, with the remainder of her 
holdings of one kind or another, in the 
Bank of England, where so many con- 
‘tinental sovereigns are in the habit of 
keeping their savings for the sake of 
safety, and this fact was brought to 
light about seven years ago by publica- 
tion in the Carlist and Republican pa- 
pers at Madrid, the information having 
been obtained through the theft of a 
bag of private papers, bank books, etc., 
from a member of the Queen's house- 
hold, between Irun and Madrid, while 
on his way back from London, where 
he had been for the purpese of attend- 
ing to some of her affairs. King Leo- 
pold of Belgium is not only a large 
stockholder in American railroads, but 
is also interested in a number of west- 
ern mining enterprises and industrial 

ncerns. 

“The reigning family of Holland was 
formerty interested to the extent of 
many miliions of dollars in various oil 
fields and oil wells around Pittsburgh, 
which fact was revealed through the 
late King’s gift of some of his oil 
stocks to his American-born favorite, 
Mme. Musard, who played a consider- 
able political role during the last six 
or seven years of the reign of Napoleon 
Ill in Paris, being generally credited 
with having prevented the sale of 
Luxemburg by the late King in 1868, 
a sale which would undoubtedly have 
brought on the Franco-German War 
two years earlier than its actual oc- 
eurrence. It is understood that the 
Dutch reigning house has transferred, 
since the development of the Standard 
Oll Company as a virtual monopoly, 
its investments in American oil to 
American railroads. 
KING GEORGE'S WEALTH. 

But the sovereign that has undoubt- 
ediy derived the largest fortune from 
American enterprises is King George 
of Greece, who when he was elected 
to the Hellenic throne was a penniless 
midshipman in the English navy, son 
of an almost equally impecunious 
father, who had not at that time suc- 
ceeded to the crown of Denmark. In- 
deed, King George (who, by the bye, 
was christened William) was at the 
masthead of his ship by way of pun- 
ishment for some youthful indiscre- 
tion or breach of discipline when the 
delegates of the Greek National As- 
sembly and the representatives of four 
of the great powers guaranteeing the 
independence of Greece came on board 


to announce to him without any warn- 


ine whatsoever that he had been elected 
King of Greece. It was a case of 
rapid promotion with a vengeance. He 
had gone to the masthead as a mid- 
shipman in disgrace and returnea an 
hour afterward to find himself a fuj!- 
fledged King and addressed by his cap- 
tain with profound respect as “Your 
Majesty.” 

oday he possesses one of the largest 
fortunes of any crowned head in Eu- 
rope. He derives it not from any sav- 
ings of the civil list, which fs a smal 
one, not exceeding $200,000, half of 
which has to be guaranteed by the 
great powers, owing to the scarcity of 
money in Greece. His wealth owes its 
origin to bold and successful specula- 
tion In American grain, chiefly in Chi- 
cago, during the war between Russia 
and Turkey, some three-and-twenty 
years ago. At that time the late Gen. 
Meredith Read was United States Min- 
ister at Athens, and as soon as ever 
he perceived that hostilities between 
Turkey and Russia had become inevi- 
table he hastened to point out to the 
King that, owing to the closing of the 
Dardanelies to all ships carrying Rus- 


sian grain and the Turkish blockade of 


Odessa and other South Russian grain 
ports, England and other countries, 
where More attention is devoted to 
manufacturing and to mining than to 
agriculture, and which had until then 
regarded Russia as their granary, 
would be forced to look to America for 
their breadstuffs, at any rate while the 
War Was In progress. On the strength 
of this advice King George ipaugurated 
a series Of speculations in American 


grain, all of which were attended with L

“Pelorous Jack” is the name of an oid 
dolphin which is protected by a special 
act of the New Zealand Legislature.

The theology of Mormonism teaches 
that the seat of the Almighty is Kolob, 
“that mighty center of the universe 
where God sits in majesty to rule the 
infinities.” He is described in the en- 


tic garments therein donned and worn; 
also to describe some of the secret 
grips, signs and names delivered dur- 
ing the ceremony—which consumes 
from three to six hours and is admin- 
istered only to such male and female 
applicants as have been recommended 
by their bishops. This ceremony ‘is 
folemnized on Wednesdays. 

By endowment in the Temple the 
two degrees of Aaronic and Melchise- 
dek priesthood are conferred upon 
faithful Mormons. Entering the Tem- 
ple Annex, the applicants present their 
“recommends” from their bishops and 
deposit donations in cash. After a 
brief season of communion in the 
prayer-room they enter a tunnel con- 
necting the Annex with the Temple 
proper. In this subterranean passage 
they are halted by an attendant and 
priest,. who say: “You wi!] now take 
off your shoes, for the ground on which 
you stand is holy ground.” In their 
stocking feet they proceed tg pbath- 
rooms in the basement of the Temple, 
five of which are set apart for the 
women and five for the men. There 
they disrobe and cleanse themselves. 

ANOINTED WITH OLIVE OIL. 

Then enter priests and attendants 
who anoint the nude bodies of the neo- 
phytes with olive oil poured from a 
horn. The brain is blessed to be quick 
in discernment; the eyes that they may 
see clearly; mouth and lips that they 
shall speak no gutle: the arms to be 
strong to yield the sword in defense of 
truth and virtue. (‘‘Truth” being Mor- 
monism, and “‘virtue” being polygamy.) 
The loins to be strong and fruitful and 
replenish the earth; the breast, vitals 
and navel that they may be healthy: 
legs and feet that they may run and 
not be weary, walk and not faint. 

Now the initiates, observing great 
care to wipe from their bodies no por- 
tion of the water or oil, are given each

OATH OF VENGEANCE. 

Next in order is the “Law of Ven- 
geance.” Many present-day Mormons 
deny that this oath is now adminis- 
tered. But we have the sworn testi- 
mony of Joseph F. Smith, and the un- 
equivocal declaration of Apostie Mar- 
riner W. Merrill that no changes what- 
ever have been made in the dovenants. 
The obligation is as follows: “You 
and each of you do covenant and agree 
that you will pray and never cease to 
pray Almighty God to avenge the blood 
of the prophets (Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith) upon this nation, and that you 
will teach the same to your children 


and to your chilaren’s children unto the 


third and fourth generation.”

prophets, seers and revelators. The 
president of the church, quite correct- 


olled, union-sulted, enthralled in fanat- 
iciam, immured in the still, dim re- 
ceases of the great temple, and about 
to submit themse ves to sotemn cove- 
nants and fearful penalties, the which 
they know not of, I ameine it can 
an awesome thing. 
IN “GARDEN OF EDEN.” 
From the creation room the Initiates 
pees to another apartment called the 
“Garden of Eden.” It is a moderate- 
sized theater, richly embellished. At one 
end is an altar, and near by ts repre- 
sented in mural art the Tree of Knowl- 
edge of Good and Evil. Another scenic 
play is here carried out, a sort of pano- 
ramic caricature of the tragedy of the 
serpent and the forbidden apple. Not 
even the flaming sword 
in carying out the detail of God's curse 
and the fall of man. At the conclusion 
of the drama each initiate stands and 
lifts his left arm to the configuration 
of the square, and extends his right 
arm on the horizontal, paim down and 
thumb extended as a blade, as in pic- 
ture No. 2 accompanying. In this atti- 
tude the initiates recite and assume the 
following oath: “We and each of us 
solemnly promise and bind ourseives 


‘that we will not divulge any of the se- 


creits of the first token of the Aaronic 
priesthood, with its accompanying 
name, sign or penalty. Should I do so, 
I agree that my throat may be cut 
from ear to ear, and my tongue torn 
out by its roots from my mouth.” The 
sign alluded to is then made by draw- 
ing the thumb and edge of the right 
hand quickly across initiate’s 
throat. The grip is given by clasping 


is eliminated. 


The idea eought to be 
conveyed is, that the husband is for 
all time and eternity the Lord of the 
wife; and the Mormon Church teaches 
that upon the resurrection, God on this 
earth will call the roll of the Mormon 
men, each of whom in turn will call 
unto the resurrection his wife or 
wives, using the temple name which 


had been “breathed only once on 
earth.” 
Herein is the significance of the 


Mormon marriage ceremonial, ‘Sealing’ 
the wife to the husband.” This sealing 
insures to her her resurrection at the 
eall of her husband the final morn- 
ing—unless a Mormon divorce has given 
her husband the prerogative of “Let- 
ting her lie and rot.” 

By a peculiar savagery of Mormonism 
it is the husband's prerogative not only 
to join himself in spiritual marriage 
with a dead woman, but also to ob- 
tain divorce from a wife who has 
passed on before. 

Also it is possible for an endowed 
Mormon in good standing to proselyte 
all his non-Mormon friends, relatives 
and acquaintances into the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints by 
proxy baptism—as witness the practice 
of this without-your-leave ritual of 
behalf of all but two of the Presidents 
of the United States.

Visit of Noted Speakers for 
Woman's Rights Gives Rise to 
Heart-burnings — Activity of the 
Los Angeles Workers for the Cause 
and Their Plans for Near Future. 


“Shall it be a mass meeting-or a paid 
meeting?” is the question agitating the 
County and City Equal Suffrage 
Leagues at present, discussing the 
probable coming of Miss Susan B. An- 
thony, Rev. Anna Shaw, Charlotte Per- 
kins Stetson Gilman. Carrie Chapman 
Catt and other notable women who will 


.|.be.in Los Angeles for a time on their 
the 


way from Portland, Or., where 
great national suffrage convention wih 
be held. 

A great reception to these distin- 
guished* women will be given by ali 
the women's organizations in the city 
at the Woman's Club House, Mme. 
Severance and Mrs. Charloite Wills be- 
ing chairmen: of the committee to ar- 
range it, the date to be announced as 
Soonsas the committee has heard defi- 
nitely, when to expect the visitors. 

The suffragists have been planning 
for a mass meeting or a meeting of 
some sort which would give the people 
of the city an opportunity of hearing 
the suffrage cause presentéd by these 
foremost exponents in the land, and 
many conferehces have teen held in 
reference to it, not a little difference of 
opinion arising as the manner of con- 
ducting the affair, whether to allow the 
public to hear these noied talkers sim- 
ply for the missionary suffrage work 
that would be thereby accomplished, or 
to adopt the businesslike proceeding 
of charging an admissivn fee. 

Several of the speakers have stated 
in letters to their friends in the city 
that they would be wiiling to appear 
before the public in Los Angeles. Miss 
Anthony can speak for them only fif- 
teen minutes, but Mrs. Shaw has 
promised to talk more fully and great 
joy has been felt in suffrage circles 
over the impetus which would be given 
to the cause here in Los Angeles. 

The best laid plans of mice and men 
gang aft agley, and possibly women 
may be found in this category, for 
there is a rumor in the air that after 
all the work and talk over the pro- 
posed meeting the whole thing may fall 
} to the ground because the Venice peo- 
ple are endeavoring to restrict the ter- 
ritory of the speakers who will appear 
at the Venice assembly. They may in- 
sist that the stars shine only at Venice. 
The reception will be a go, of course, 
but. the mass meeting may fail 
through. 

Yesterday afternoon at the regular 
meeting of the City Equal Suffrage 
League presided over by Mrs. M. A. 
Kenney, the city association was asked 
to codperate with the County League 
in arramging for the mass meeting. 

A warm discussion as to the ways 


of Mrs. Kenny's ability to adjust to the 
satisfaction of ali parties. Mise Wiles 
and Miss Jessie Anthony were appoint- 
ed from the city body to confer with 
the county committee, and an addition- 
al committee, consisting of the treas- 
urer of the City League, Mrs. Elizabeth 
H. H. Howard, and the treasurer of the 
County League, Miss Fanny Wills, was 
appointed to arrange the financial end. 
At the close of the business meeting 
Mrs. Eliza Tupper Wilkes gave an in- 
timate account of that noted woman 
suffragists, Mrs. Livermore, who .was 
the speaker's greatest inspiration and 
incentive at one time of her life.

ZEIGLER’S GOOD STOP. 


Patrolman Makes Sprint After Run- 
away and Saves Woman and Babe 
from Serious Injury. 


By his thrilling and brave stop of a 
runaway at the risk of great injury to 
himeelf, Patrolman Tom Zeigler won 
the plaudits of a Spring street crowd 
last night, saved a woman and babe 
from threatened harm and entitied 
himself to a place on the police honor 
roll, if there were such a thing. 

With Sergeant Walker and other of- 
ficers, Zeigler was engaged in checking 
the sizzling exuberance of a number of 
youths who were exploding giant fire- 
crackers on Spring street, between 
Fourth and Fifth. Quickly as one 
bunch of disturbers was broken up, 
another sprang into activity in another 
section, and the street was in an. up- 
roar for a block. 

Suddenly a horse drawing a single 
carriage took fright and dashed down 
the street, the woman who was driving 
immediately losing control of the ani- 
mal and falling helplessly over the 
dashboard, On floor of the car- 
riage lay a babe, having fallen _from 
its mother’s lap. 

Zeigler was but a few paces behind 
the carriage when the horse started, 
Quick as a flash he sprang into the 
street and sprinted after the runaway, 
gaining on it slowly and overtaking it 
within haif a biock. 

Seizing the rear wheel of the buggy 
and clinging tightly, the officer worked 
his way to the front wheel, then to the 
side of the animal and finally to its 
head. With a firm grip on the bit, he 
brought the horse to a stand with a 
sharp ‘jerk and then assisted in reviv- 
ing the woman, who was in a semi- 
fainting condition. Neither she nor the 
babe was hurt. Zeigler’s hand was cut 
severely.

Publicly 


Property Destroyed, Citizens Threat 
ened with cAssault and Women, 
Insulted— The 
Delegate at it—Bullies ‘Restrained.

Walking 


EFENSELESS women and girls 

were assaulted and insulted; prop- 

erty was damaged; vile language 
was used and threats were made 
against honest working people and their 
employers yesterday by members of 
the Laundryworkers’ Unton, who struck 
Saturday, and whose places already 
have been filled. 


The situation became so serious that 
the police were called upon for protec- 
tion; epecial officers were engaged to 
guard property; and several deputy 
constables were assigned to help in 
Preserving the peace. 

All the deviltry, lawbreaking meth- 
ods and hatred of the union thugs 
were brought into play in ald of — 
lost cause and against the rights of 
employeis and the public at larce, and 
attempts were made to introduce here 
the methods of the union  ruffians, 
whose reign of lawlessness and murder 
have ruined San Francisco commer- 
clally and have made the streets of 
Chicago run with human blood. 

To the credit of Loe Angeles, how- 
ever, the law stepped in at the first 
sign of trouble and its iron heel crushed 
the head of the viper. 

Pravadoes in the presence of weak 
amd heipless women, the sw. 
walking delegates and their r dupes 
who have lost good positions slink 
away into alleys at the appearance 
of the Police and other officers. 

Backed up by the law, the officers 
stood as a bulwark against the unlaw- 
ful, un-American advances of the thugs 


ple, whe were willing and anxious to 
work at the affected laundries under 
the conditions that exist. 

The centers of the disturbances were 
at and near the three laundries, from 
wh.ch dingruntied members of the 
Laundryworkers’ Union walked out on 
Saturday. These laundries are the 
Sanitary, No. 400 East Third street; the 
New Method, No. 401 Bast Sixth gees 
and the American, Eleventh and 
Angeles streets. 


flatly refused to grant the demand of 
the unions that the length of the work- 
ing day be reduced to nine hours, with- 
out any decreage in the wages now 
paid for a ten-hour day. 

About 170 men, girls and 
women struck at the three laundries, 
including the entire fore of eighty at 
the American, fifty at the New Method 
and thirty-five at the Sanitary. 

Thetr places were filled at once, or 
will have been within a few days, and 
there has been no cessation of work 
at any of the places. 

The dieorderly tactics of the unton- 
ists began immediately after the strike 
resolved iteelf Into a lockout, but it 
was not unti! yesterday that there was 
anv great amount of trouble. 

At the Amertcan Steam Laundry, 
some of the strikers sneaked up to 
delivery wagons that were standing 
at the curb and cut the harness in 
such a way that tt could not be de- 
tected when the horses. were started. 


In one instance, a serious runaway was 


arrowly averted. 

THUGS POUNCE ON WORKERS. 

There was a rush of new heip to the 
three laundries yesterday morning, and 
at each place there were groups of the 
strikers, while the malcontents were 
scattered by twos along the streets 
leading to the shops, ready to pounce 
upon the workers. 

A large percentage of the Jaundry 
warkers are women, who in some cases 
fell easy prey to the blandishments of 
the agitators and, under promises that 
they would be given work elsewhere 
or would be cared for by the union, 
turned aside from their purpose. 

One little woman who had secured 
work at the American laundry scorned 
the pickets, however, and got a slap 
in the face for her sturdy independence. 

Her path was blocked on Eleventh 
street by several of the strikers, among 
them being a number of women. 

She was told that the union had the 
strike won and that if she did not join 
their ranks she never could get work 
at another laundry in the city—despite 
the fact that there is only one union 
laundry left in a total of twenty of the 
largest concerns, 

These threats of being deprived of 
means of livelihoedfailing to move the 
young woman, the peace disturbers de- 
clared they would Tollow and persecute 
her and in every Way would make her 


lot an unhappy one. 

“But I am poor,” she declared, “and 
I need this money. I have a right to 
work and if I am not satisfied with 
the treatment I receive, that is for me, 
and not you, to say.

| WEALTH BOARD HITS BACK. 
Heaith Inspector Furtech yerterday 
dropped a cannon cracker on the desk 
of the Gerk of the Council. It was 
in the guise of a report on garbage col- 
lection, showing that for three days 
of last week only five and one-half 
tons of garbage were cremated. 
There was a moment's sputtering of 
the fuse, when the report was read, but 
President Summerland § prevented an 
explosion by referring the communica- 
tion to the Board of Public Works.

3 
Two weeks ago the Board of Public 
Works asked the Council to cancel the 
present garbage contract with Cc. W. 
Alexander for failure to collect and dis- 
pose of waste according to the specifi- 
cation® of the contract. At the same 
time the Health Commissioners asked 
that all money G@ue the contractor be' 
held up wntil the board could deter- 
mine what deductions should be made 
for failure to collect. The request that 
the money be paid was promptly denied 


and the one that the contract be can- 


celed was referred to a committee and 
forgotten. 

Inepector Furtech’s report shows that 
gr rbage collection and disposal has not 
been improved by the Council's action. 


Storm Sewer Award. 

The Hall Construction Company yes- 
terday submitted the lowest bid for 
bullding a storm sewer, along several 
streets on the East Side.

SMITH TELLS HOW HE WAS 
ROBBED OF HIS FAT PURSE. 


Two Young Fellows Are Held for 
Trial on Serious Charge With 


Strong Ewidence Against Them. 
Weesner’s Examination Postponed 
for Victim to Recover. .. 


J. Cc. F. Smith, formerly of Monrovia, 
but more recently a fruit dealer in this 
city, told the story of a robbery, in the 
city justice’s court yesterday, when 
Roy Sheppard and Orville Roberson 
were arraigned charged with the crime. 

Smith went into a clothes-cleaning ¢s- 
tablishment on South Broadway on 
Thursday, where he got into conversa- 
tion with Shepherd, an employé, and 
found that both were from the same 
part of Pennsylvania. In the course of 
his business Smith had shown a fat 
purse and the suggestion was made 
by one or the other that they should 
go out and take a drink together. They 
took several, and then, left the saloon, 
but soon afterward returned with Or- 
ville Roberson, a friend ow Shepherd, 
and they had more drinks. 

Smith stated that as they were stand- 
ing at the bar the last time, Shepherd 
said to him: “You insulted my wife,” to 
which he replied: “I never have seen 
your wife.” 

One word brought on another and it 
looked like a quarrel, when they took 
another drink or two and seemed to 
be good friends again. Shepherd then 
suggested that they go back into the 
stable’ and examine a horse, but no 
sooner had they entered than Smith 
was knocked down and became insen- 
sible. When he came to, his two purses 
were gone, containing in the neighbor- 
hood of $60. . 

Neither of the prisoners took excep- 
tion to his statement, except that Rob- 
erson questioned the amount of money 
in the purses. 

Mrs. Lafferty, proprietress of the 
cleaning establishment, testified that as 
Smith and Shepherd left the place for 
the third visit to the saloon, the latter 
said to her as he passed her desk: “If 
he’s got any money I'll get it.” 

When Shepherd returned later tn the 
evening the worse for drink, he present- 
ed in payment of some work a $5 note, 
seemingly a part of the contents of 
Smith's purse. 

Detective Jones testified that Rober- 
eon had confessed taking the purses and 
dividing their contents with Shepherd, 
and neither denied the statements made 
nor offered testimony in defense. They 
were each held tn $1000 bail for trial 
in the Superior Court. 

Shepherd has no wife, but a young 
woman with whom he has been living 
Was an interested spectator at the ex- 
amination.

ENSE AND SANITY.

“when we were bovs.” 

Those were glorious days, when we 
looked through the eyes of bovhood 
upon a world which was rose-tinted in 
all its vistas. 

In those days we were not averse to 
noise; the more the better. We liked 
to hear the Eagle ecream. 
to hear the Lion roar when we twisted 
his tail. These sourds, ir. those days, 
were sweeter than “the falling of thé 
rain, on harpstrings strung in case- 
ments by the sea.” 

Honestly, they were. 

And why” shouldn’t tge American 
boy of today fare as well as the Amer- 
ican boy of years and years agone”? 

_ God biess them all, if they are zood 
and true. 

We hear a great deal of talk about 
saneness and sensibleness in observ- 
ing “The Fourth.” Some of it is 
true; some of it is sane; some of it 
is sensible. 

But some of it, if we may be al- 
lowed the expression, is dod-gasted 
hogwash.

“This remedy for serious railway ac- 
cidents is perfectly feasible, especially 
in the case of wealthy roads like the 
Central and the Pennsylvania, and 
upon all fast trains over these roads 
nothing but steel cars should be run. 
To my mind it would have been wiser 
bad the Pennsylvania, instead of ini- 
tiating an eighteen hour wooden train, 
put on a twenty hour steel one. It 
would have been a much better adver- 
tisement, because of its novelty and 
safety, and would have insured the 
confidence of the public in the judg- 
ment and foresight of the officials of 
that company. The same reasoning 
should be applied with respect to the 
action of the Central. 

“The Pullman Palace Car Company 
shduld construct all of its new cars of 
steel, and generally all wooden passen- 
ger coaches throughout the United 
States, particularly upon fast trains, 
should be replaced as rapidly as 
sible by steel cars.” 

Doubtless the cost of the construc- 
tion of steel cars would be great, but 
if they would do all that this New 
York a/vocate claims for them, it 
seems to us that the railroad compa- 
nies would be the gainers by the use 
of them. Every wreck is a costly ex- 
perience to the road upon which it oc- 
curs, not only in the destruction of 
rolling stock but in the settlement of 
the damages claimed by the injured 
and the relatives’ of those killed.

EMODELING THE CAPITOL. 
Architects have been invited to 
enter into competition for remodeling 
and modernizing the State Capitol at 


is accepted, among the competitors, is 
to be supervising architect, receiving 
the usual 5 per cent. of the money cost 
of the work; the second best plan to 
receive $750, and the third $500. The 


aggregate $352,000. 

It is estimated that by the expendi- 
ture of the above-named amount the 
Capitol building may be modernized 
into something worthy the require- 
ments of the State. The moderniza- 
tion contemplated is much needed. 
The sanitary arrangements of the 
building are bad. Better and more 
down-to-date plumbing is required, and 
the provisions for heating and venti- 
lating are entirely inadequate. It ia 
proposed, further, to make the build- 
ing as nearly fireproof as possible by 
removing all the woodwork that can 
be removed from the attic story. More 
room is required for the offices, which 
are overcrowded. Additional room ts 
aiso to be provided for committees of 
the Legislature, for the Supreme 
Court, and for the District Court of 
Appeals. 

The alterations called for, it is ob- 
vious, will necersitate* many radical 
charges in the structure, from attic to 
basement, and it will require no ordi- 
nary architectural skill and taste to 
evolve, from the conditions presented, 
a tasteful, well-proportioned modern 
structure adapted to the purposes for 


architects will be given until about 
the middle of August for the submis- 
sion of plans. It is hoped that the 
awards of contracts can be made about 
the middie of September, so that am- 
ple time will be allowed for the com- 
pletion of the work, in all its details, 
before the assembling of the Legisla- 
ture January 1, 1907. 

For years the California State Cap- 
itol has been in need of repairs and 
alterations, such as are now proposed, 
to wring its sanitary arrangements and 
its general plan of construction into} 
conformity with modern ideas. If the 
work be properly and honestly per- 
formed, in the present instance, the 
sum to be expended onght to be suffi- 
cient to make out of the old Capitol a 
structure which will serve the State 
for some years to come. As California 
develops, a demand will probably arise, 
not far in the future, for an entirely 
new and commodidus State Capitol, 
fully commensurate with future re- 
quirements. 


iG PACKERS INDICTED. 

The Federal grand jury at Chi- 
cago is to be commended for the ap- 
parent thoroughness of its work in the 
beef-combine investigation. Seventeen 
indictments were found against men 
who are prominent in the packing in- 
dustries of the country for alleged vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Four officials of the Schwarzchild and 
Sulzberger Company were also indict- 
ed for alleged rebating to the railroads. 
In addition to the individual indict- 
ments, bills were voted against five 
corporations, viz., Armour & Company, 
Swift & Company, Nelson, Morris & 
Company, the Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany, and the Fairbanks Canning Com- 
pany. The specific charge is alleged 
conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

Tne Times has heretofore observed 
that “guilt is personal,” and has point- 
ed out that corporations can neither 
be imprisoned nor otherwise ade- 
quately punished; therefore, the Fed. 
eral grand jury has done well in bring- 
ing indictments against the principals 
who are back of the corporations as 
well as against the corporations them- 
selves. In no other manner can it be 
hoped to secure proper punishment 
for those who are guilty of violating 
the law. ; 

It is not to be assumed in advance, 
of course, that the men who have been 
indicted are guilty as charged. 


Whether they are guilty or not is to be 
determined in the courts of justice. 
They are entitled to fair trial, and to 
presumption of innocence yntil 


the 


with unfairness on that account. The 
sole question presented for determina- 
tion will be, are they guilty as charged, 
or not? On this question alone should 
their cases be decided, without fear or 
favor—“with malice toward none.” 

One thing is known beyond all doubt, 
and that is that the law has been vio- 
lated. It has been shamelessly and 
outrageously violated for years. The 
proper thing is to find who has been 
guilty of these violations. Having lo- 
cated the guilt, the next step—the log- 
ical and necessary step—will be to gee 
that the guilty persons are punished as 
the law prescribes. Justice demands 
nothing more; it will be satisfied with 
nothing less. In no way save by an 
impartial administration of justice can 
tbe abuses referred to be stopped. 

John S. Miller, one of the atforneys 
for the indicted packers, is quoted in 
a Chicago dispatch as declaring that 
‘the indictments are faulty, and that 
the packers will have little difficulty 
in breaking them when the cases come 
to trial.- If the indictments are faulty 
some way can probably be found to 
correct them. It is hardly credible 
that Federal grand juries are incapable 
of drawing indictments that will “hold 
water,” however skillful trained law- 
yers may be in picking them to pieces. 

Nobody desires that injustice shal! 
be done in these cases. But the laws 
of the United States were made to be 
obeyed, and they must be obeyed alike 
by the rich and the poor, the high and 
the low, the haughty and the humble.

Clalg visit the factories unannounced 
and examine everything about them, 
with reference .to cleanliness, proper 
care of the animals and the expertness 
of the 
know their business or not. If they 
find anything unsatisfactory the fac- 
tory is either closed up or its license 
withheld until satisfactory conditions 
are reached. These officinis aleo buy 
vaccine in the open market and test 
it in the Washington. laboratory = for 
impurities and strength, thus they hold 
a double check over these factories. 
Since thit law went into effect the 
danger in respect to the purity of vac- 
cine has been reduced almost to nil. 
Another danger of vaccination may be 
on account of the physical condition of 
the individual. People who have any 
specific disease should not be vac- 
cinated and it should be avoided at 
times when an epidemic is prevailing 
in the neighborhood. Both these con- 
ditiorfs are interfered with by the 
compulsory vaccination of children. 
“In Germany, which is the best vac- 
cinated country im the world and 
therefore has less smallpox, these con- 
ditions are reckoned with and consid- 
eration is alto shown concerning the

No More Old Medford Rum. 
With the ending of Medford’s two 
hundred and seventy-fifth anniversary 
exercises one of the chief industries of 
the city, Which for more than a century 


over, and has protbly gone into more 
homes than ary other staple articie of 
consumption, will cease to he manufac- 
tured, “Old Medford rum,” which has 
geen on sale in all the continents of 
he. world, will be unprocurable after 
the present supply now in the bonded 
warehouses is exhausted. It is not 
known who set in operation the first 
distillery in Medford, but presumably 
it was Andrew Hall, and the date of 
his enterprise was 1735. 

In 1777 Medford rum was sold by the 
barrel for three shillings to tenpence 
per gallon, and at four shillings and 
sixpence in smaller quantities. The 
passing of this industry means some- 
thing to Medford, and will be recog- 
nized in every country. in the world. 
Henry G. Cary, Boston's musical direc- 
tor, who died a few months ago, and 
who was formerly an instructor in the 
Medford schools, said: “When I was on 
the top of the Alps and registered as 
from Medford I was welcomed and 
asked by the proprietor to come to his 
office. There he showed me a barre!

“Now men are beginning to realize 
that they cannot expect to strike a 
ledge everywhere within ten miles of 
the great mines. As a result experl- 
enced miners and prospectors who real- 
ize that Goldfield and its surround- 
ings are overcrowded, are coming 
south. They know that the territory 
in the north is being overdone and 
overstakeid, and they are no longer 
wasting their time there. They are 
following the typography of the min- 
eralized country, and new strikes are 
reported every day along the iine. 
Within the last two weeks there have 
been some startling finds in the New 
York Mountains in San Bernardino 


county. Here several small mining 
camps have sprung into existence

The 
country has the advantage of “being 
right near the Santa Fé and the Salt 
Lake railroads. 

“Several companies are arranging 
for erecting concentrating or smelting 
plants on their properties.

It is also reported that the Cop- 
per World mine, that is owned by one 
of the Los Angeles banks, is to be re- 
opened immediately. This was one of 
the great producers of our = section 
sore years ago, but has been shut 
down owing to litigation. There is a 
smelter on the property that will also 
be started up if the mine opens.” 

“SIGNAL,” A NEW DISTRICT. 

“Signal” is the name given to a new 
district just brought to light near 
Goffts station on the Santa F¢, eighteen 
miles south of the Nevada line. In this 
district Dr. Fred Howland of Port- 
jiand, Me., Dr. J. Doan Carey of Pasa- 
iena and J. F. Main, a mining engi- 
neer of Los Angeles, have located 
thirty-one claims and have been work- 
ing them for some months. They say 
they have shipped some rich ore al- 
ready, although little has been said 
about the find. 

According to Mr. Main the district 
is abou. seven miles wide by ten miles 
long, or seventy square in area. 


Ledges of twenty feet in width are said 


to have been found. Samples from the 
claims now being worked by Mr. Main 
and hfs associates give assays of from 
$31.21 to $83.76 while some of the ore 
from one claim has returned $2420.34. 
Other samples from different parts of 
the new district are declared by Mr. 
Main to have given as high as $60,000 
assay returns.

TRACING OLD CRIMES. 
There is a growing. belief among the 
city and county police that John Han- 
cock, who was convicted at. Pioche, 
Nev., last week on the charge of mur- 
dering two mining prospectors on the 
desert near Vegas, may have had 
something to do with two unsolved 
murders in Riverside county. One of 
these murdera was committed about 
three miles down the Santa Ana River 
Dotiom on December 8, 1897. The vic- 
tim was evidently a Frenchman. He 
was found concealed in a clump of 
bushes, Death had been caused by a 
bullet in his brain. Officials labored 
for weeks, but failed to get the body 
identified, and the unfortunate man 
was buried in the potter's field. 

The other unsolved mystery is the 
murder of a ranchman named Porter. 
This Gcccurred about twelve years ago. 
Porter was seen going to tbe railroad 
staiion. Severa! weeks iater his body 
was found in a roughiy-made grave off 
East Indiana avenue, Riverside. He 
had been killed by bullets, and the 
robbers had burned his clothing near 
the grave. 

City Marshal Wilson was at Han- 
hcock’s trial and heari Mrs. Hancock 
say that her husband had confessed 
having killed five men before he 
killed the mining prospectors on the 
desert. The fact that Hancock had al- 
Ways made his home in the vicinity of 
Riverside county previous to going to 
the desert caused the belief to arise 
that if he was gulity of the muriers 
his wife claimed he admitted, ft would 
necessarily follow that his victims 
were Riverside county residents. 
Acting on this belief City Marsha!) 
Wilson endeavored to get Hancock to 
talk to him, Dut as he had come there 
to identify Hancock, and the prisoner 
denying that he knew the marshal, 
that official labored under difficulties 
in trying to get him to talk. Neverthe- 
less he believes that Hancock's tongue 
will Decome loosened before the date 
set for his hanging comes, and if he 
is guilty of ‘the crimes the truth will 
be known. 

The Sheriff having Hancock in 
charge has promiséd Marshal Wilson 
that when a favorable opportunity pre- 
sents itself he will endeavor to have

CHILD STRUCK BY TRAIN DIES 
| AT’ G BEACH. 

Officer on Night Ride is Thrown 
and Dragged by Horse and His 
Hand is Seriously Mangied—An- 
nexationists Choose Officers of 
Their Organization. 


‘LONG BEACH, July 3.—A tragedy 
oceurred this evening at the corner of 
Anaheim road and California avenue, 
when a Catalina special train struck 
Murdoiph Rhodes, aged 18 months, and 
hurled the babe thirty feet in the 
air.

SANTA FE AND ESPEE BUILDING 
STRATEGIC LINES. 


New Route May be Southern Santa 
Fe Trunk Line to California—The 
Southern Pacific Strikes Heavy 
Work in Gila Canyon on Lordsburg 
Cut-off. 


with the news that the Santa Fé has 
won out in the Gila River fight near 


that the railroad is to be continued at 


the El Paso and Southwestern system, 
thus securing a line through to the 


California road is done. There even 
are rumors that this is to be the south- 
ern Santa Fé trunk line till the time 
‘the originmally-projected road. shall 
have been bul!t, up the Gila or through 
Aravaipa Cafion, to a Santa Fé con- 
nection near Deming. By using the 
Rock Island and Ei Paso and North- 
eastern tracks to El i aso from the 
point where the Belen cuj-off crosses 
the Rock Island, the Santa Fé would 
secure another outlet to the coast that 
could be completed through to Danby, 
Cal., by the end of this year. 

Four hundred men are being worked 
by the Southern Pacific in the narrow 
eafion of the Gila, above Dudleyville 
}and above the Kelvin stretch that has 
been captured by its rival. Many 
miles of extremely difficult grading 
has been done, in places the roadbed 
having been biasted in perpendicular 
cliffs. The company has made definite 
announcement of its intention to build 
a new trunk line from near Yuma, 
through Phoenix, Florence and Solo- 
monville, to rejoin the old line at 
Bowte, though the road eventually will 
keep still farther east from Solomon- 
ville, passing through the Gila Cafion 
at Guthrie and joining the old main 
line at Lordsburg. The new route will 
save almost all grades and will be 
thirty-five miles shorter than the old 
between Yuma and Lordsburg. 

There has been a succession of fires 
in Southern Pacific cars during the 
past few days. Last Friday a mail 
and express car was burned in Phoe- 
nix. Two days later the substitute 
mail car caught fire at Maricopa, 
through the overturning of a lamp. 
Seven sacks of mail matter, east- 


mail and the car being saved by be- 
ing promptly run under a water tank 
spout. Last night, as passenger train 
No. 10 was passing Gila C ‘ity, east of 
Yuma, the engineer saw fire in one of 
twenty or more cars on a siding, com- 
prising a boarding and material train, 
carrying a large number of bridge and 
track men. The engine of the passen- 
ger train was uncoupled at once and 
hurried upon the siding, but so quick 
was the fire that five of the cars, 
mainty occupied by the workmen for 
sleeping quarters, had to be aban- 
doned. Only the providential arrival 
of No. 10 saved the other cars of the 
boarding train from destruction. 

There is still a famine of laborers in 
Tonto Basin. Perhaps one of the rea- 
sons for the lack is the fact that li- 
quor cannot be sold within six miles 
of the damsite nor upon the narrow 
reservation created by the government 
for a mile on either side of Salt River 
as far down as the Arizona canal dam.

NIMALS PERISH 
IN BRISK BLAZE. 


THREE HORSES AND THIRTY- 
FIVE CANARIES BURNED. 


Fire Probably Started by Cannon 
Crackers—Also Destroys Barn and 
Scorches Two Houses—Firemen 
Prevent Spread of Flames in 
Thickly Populated Neighborhood. 


Three valuable draft horses and 
thirty-five fine canary birds perished, a 
barn and its cont:nts were destroyed, 
two houses were scorched and a densely 
populated neighborhood was panic- 
stricken by a fire that started at 10 
o'clock last night in the rear of the 


about $2000, partly covered by insur- 
ance. Prompt and efficient work cf 


the firemen confined the blaze to the 
barn. 

The section in which the fire occurred 
te thickty built up with small cottages. 
Some of them are built in the rear 
of others, and the entire block west of 
Central avenue, between Tenth and 
Bieventh streets, is almost a solid mass 
of frame buildings, including a num- 
ber of barns. 

Boys had kept the vicinity in a tur- 
moil all evening by exploding giant 
firecrackers and other fireworks, and 
shortly after this racket had subsided, 
residents were startied by the screams 
of Mrs. Nesa .Smith, who lives in a 
small cottage in the rear of No. 1046% 
Bast Tenth street, only a few feet from 
the Roberts barn. The frantic kicking 
and neighing of horses added to the

was a sheet of Mlame, the roof of Mrs. 
Smith’s cottage. was blazing and the 
fire was crawling around the cornices 
of the home of F. D. Champagne, in 
the rear of No. 1151 East Eleventh 
street.

Roberts, who had been visiting at 
the home of neighbors, hastened home 
to find his valuable horses dead and 
the contents of the barn, as well as the 
structure, a total loss. 

The first concern of Roberts was as 
to the safety of the canary birds that 
occupied an immense cage in the 
screen porch at the rear of his house. 

All that he found was a mass 
scorched little bodies on the floor of 
the cage. The flames had swept in 
through the screen porch and had 
burned the paint from the. rear of the 
house. The birds were valued at more 
than $100, most of them being singers. 

By a remarkable streak of good for- 
tune, one bird that perched in a single 
cage in a corner of the porch escaped 
unharmed.
